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Labor Day holiday proves one of safest in decades

Fewer than 400 perso ns were 
killed in traffic accidents o v er 
the Labo r Day weekend—o ne o f 
the safest three-day ho liday pe­ 
rio ds in decades. 
The Asso ciated Press co unted 
39 2 traffic fatalities o n the na­ 
tio n’s ro ads during the perio d 


fro m 6 p.m. Friday to midnig ht 
Mo nday lo cal time. 
Officials o f th e Natio n al Safe­ 
ty Co u n cil, wh ich befo re th e 
h o lid ay estim ated between 460 
an d 5 60 p erso n s co u ld lo se th eir 
liv es in traffic accid en ts d u rin g 
th e p erio d , h ad n o immed iate 
ex p lan atio n . 


“It’s q u ite su rp risin g, v ery 
d efin itely it’s lo w,” said Jack 
Rech t, man ager o f th e Safety 
Co u n cil’s statistics sectio n . “As 
a m atter o f fact, we’d h av e to 
go back in th e reco rd s to see if 
th ere is an y th in g n ear it.” 
Ho wev er, reco rd s o f Th e AP, 
wh ich h as been co u n tin g h o li­ 


d ay traffic d eath s sin ce 1946, 
sh o w th e 392 fatalities are th e 
fewest o v er a 7 8 -h o u r Labo r 
Day p erio d sin ce 1961 wh en 38 6 
p erso n s were killed o n th e n a­ 
tio n ’s ro ad s. 
Th e o n ly o th er y ears in wh ich 
fewer th an 400 p erso n s d ied in 
traffic accid en ts d u rin g th e last 


lo n g, warm-weath er weeken d , 
were 195 4, 195 0 an d 1946-48 . 
Last y ear, 5 15 p erso n s were 
killed d u rin g th e Labo r Day p e­

As a resu lt, h e said , fatalities 
h av e been u p gen erally abo u t 4 
p er cen t fro m last y ear an d 
trav el itself h as been u p abo u t 
6 p er cen t.

Simo n flatly rejected a rec­

with German y an d Jap an u n ­ 
d ertake a greater effo rt to ex ­ 
p an d th eir eco n o mies an d h elp 
en d th e wo rld recessio n .

Right now is the best time for 
p asture renovation in Southern 
Illinois, 
say s D. A. Miller, 
University of Illinois p rofessor 
of p lant breeding and genetics. 
Graze or remove most of the 
ex isting grass before renovat­ 
ing for more effective tillage, 
say s Miller. Prep are the seed­ 
bed by rep eated disking to de­ 
stroy ex isting sod. Disking is 
= 
better than p lowing for late 
summer 
renovation 
because 
disking leaves root and stubble 
trash near the surface to p ro­ 
tect against erosion and aid in 
seeding em ergence, M iller 
say s. Herbicides or contact kill­ 
ers may be used alone or in 
combination with sod tillage. 
For best results, disturb at 
least 40 to 60 p er cent ot the soil 
to establish covers and 80 to 100 
p er cent for alfalfa, birdsfoot 
trefoil, and crownvetch, Miller 
say s.

Sp ontaneous combustion can 
occur in silage stored at the 
normal range of 30- to 50 p er 
cent moisture if enough ox y gen 
is p resent, say s Stan Eden, 
Ogle 
County 
Ex tension 
Adviser. And sp ecial techni­ 
ques are required to fight sp on­ 
taneous combustion fires in 
ox y gen-free silage or grain 
storage structures, he adds. 
Usually the ox y gen level is 
tooo limited to p ermit active 
flaming in silo fires, say s Eden. 
But sm oldering or p artial 
combustion can occur when 
filler doors are left op en for 
long p eriods of time with the 
structure less than one-third 
full. 
The fire fighting job is best 
left to ex p erts, he contunues. 
But there are some step -by -step 
p rocedures to follow if sp on­ 
taneous combustion occurs: 
—Close the unloader door and 


all other op enings in the bottom 
of the structure. 
—Put the covers on roof ac­ 
cess hatches, but don’t dog 
them down. If ex cessive gas 
p ressure builds up , the covers 
can then lift to relieve p ressure. 
Get off the roof as quickly as 
p ossible. 
—Wait at least 24 hours. 
—Remove the cap from the 
drainp ip e at the lower access 
op ening and introduce carbon 
diox ide into the 
unloader 
cavity 
It 
takes 
about 
500 
p ounds of carbon diox ide at 
normal tem p erature and p res­ 
sure to occup y the volume in one 
ring of an em p ty 20-foot- 
diameter structure. 
—Leave the structure closed 
as comp letely as p ossible, even 
if silo walls become hot enough 
to melt the sealer or force it out 
of joints. Don’t sp ray water on 
the structure. Water may dam­ 
age hot, glass-coated sheets 
and will not effectively cool the 


contents of the structure. 


—Op en the unloader door and 
insect the feed when walls are 
cool and no smoke has issued 
from the breather valve for 
several day s. If it is still too hot 
to handle, close the structure 
again. If the m aterial is not too 
hot, dog down the roof hatch 
covers 
and 
resume Tiormal 
feeding op erations. 


—Test for p ressure and va- 
cum when the structure is 
comp letely emp ty freseal if re­ 
quired and make any other ne­ 
cessary rep airs.

Yo u do n’t 
need to do this to wa ter tha t ha s 
been trea ted pro perly chemi­ 
ca lly . The pro blem then is a re 
there to o ma ny o f the wro ng 
chemica ls in the ta p wa ter, a nd 
bo iling wo n’t so lv e tha t. In this 
ca se bo iling wo n’t do a ny g o o d 
o r ha rm. 


DEAR DR. LAMB— I read 
y our column , an d y ou stated 
most people get en tirely too 
much salt, or far more than the 
body n eed s. 


Sin ce I hav e had both of mv 
ad ren al glan d s rem ov ed 1 
hav e been told by my d octor to 
use ex cessiv e amoun ts of salt, 
in cookin g an d then ad d in g ta­ 
ble salt, ev en put a little in my 
d rin kin g water. What is the 
reason for it? 


DEAR READER— You are 
n ot “most people.” You are a 
rare in d iv id ual without ad ren al 
glan d s. The ad ren al glan d s pro­ 
d uce a hormon e that en ables 
the bod y to retain n ormal 
am oun ts of salt. The hor­ 
mon es act on the kid n ey s to 
con trol the salt elimin ation . 
People with certain ty pes of 
ad ren al in sufficien cy or those 
who hav e had the glan d s re­ 
mov ed lose too much salt in the 
urin e an d n eed ex tra salt. On e 
clue to ad ren al in sufficien cy is 
an ex cess d esire for salt, com­ 
bin ed with other sy mptoms.

They add a 
warm tou ch to any room and 
can pack u p and go any w here to 
w ard off the ev ening chill. 
Afghans also tell y ou r friends 
what a talented needleworker 
y ou are. 


Althou gh most afghans are 
done in crochet, w e’v e fou nd 
one for knitters that giv es the 
light, airy look that crochet is 
famou s for. 


It’s at home in a child’s room, 
tossed across the sofa in a den, 
or as a bedspread in the most 
elegant m aster bedroom. Using 
a natu ral or earth-toned y arn, 
it’s an accent piece for a con­ 
tem porary wood and brick en­ 
v ironm ent. Choose a 
m u ted 
blu e, rose or green shade to go 
with m ore traditional su rrou n­ 
dings. 
You ’ll need a soft, du rable 
y arn like B ernat’s Berella 4 for 
an afghan that will giv e y ou 
m any y ears of serv ice and 
beau ty . We u sed 9 balls of 4- 
ou nce y arn, 1 pair of No. 8 
straight knitting needles, and a 
size E (3.50mm) crochet hook. 
Finished size is abou t 42x 62 
inches, not inclu ding fringe. 
The gau ge is 9 stitches to 2 
inches.

create this heirloom-to-be in 
record tim e.

D ear J. D.: M onogramming 
is easy and fu n to do on the 
stitch y ou knitted y ou r sw eater 
in. It is called a du plicate stitch 
and it is really a sim ple em ­ 
broidery stitch. It is also good 
to u se as a m ending stitch as it 
actu ally m im ics the natu ral 
ou tline of a knit stitch. The 
following method m akes a v erv 
nice 
m onogram . 
U sing 
a 
ta pe stry 
needle w ith 
con­ 
trasting color y arn, bring the 
needle u p from the wrong side 
throu gh the center of the stitch. 
Starting at the lower edge or 
bottom of design, bring needle 
throu gh, wrapping arou nd the 
base of the V. Following V 
form ed in knit base, m ake 
du plicate stitch by going from 
right to left behind the two 
strands of the sam e stitch and 
drawing y arn throu gh.

(AP) - 
Illino is tax pay ers hav e spent 
mo re than $4 6 ,080 o v er the last 
two y ears to finance the wo rk o f 
the legislativ e Co unty Pro b­ 
lems Co mmissio ns, which last 
week released an 18-page bien­ 
nial repo rt. 
The do cument is the o nly ma­ 
jo r fo rmal repo rt the co mmis­ 
sio n pro duced between 1973 and 
1975, said the chairman. Sen. 
Karl Berning, R-Deerfield. 
The 1957 law creating the 
Co unty Pro blems Co mmissio n 
declares: “ The Co mmissio n 
shall make a detailed repo rt o f 
its findings and co nclusio ns to 
the General Assembly ” at least 
ev ery two y ears. 
Nine pro blems were cited in 
this mo st recent repo rt, o ne o f 
them in two sentences, and 
each starting o n a new page. 
“ We as legislato rs get liter­ 
ally hundreds o f these things,” 
Berning said abo ut repo rts 
fro m co mmissio ns like his.

In its repo rt, the co mmissio n 
no ted that two o ther legislativ e 
co mmissio ns and the Depart­ 
ment o f Transpo rtatio n are 
study ing the pro blem and said 
it “ defers its co ncentratio n o n 
this subject with the reco m­ 
mendatio n that all po ssible 
haste be applied to allev iate 
this pro blem.” 
On ano ther pro blem, a salary 
scale fo r co unty emplo y es, the 
co nmissio n said it “ defers 
co mment o n this serio us pro b­ 
lem until further re-ev aluatio n 
and study in co ming delibera­ 
tio ns by this o r the nex t Co m­ 
missio n.” 
Reg arding the problems of 
unequal property tax assess­ 
ment between the v ariou s cou n­ 
ties, the commission “recom- 


mends a basic refo rm o f the 
pro perty tax , including ev en­ 
tual abando nment o f the equal­ 
izatio n sy stem.” 
Berning said the co mmissio n 
so metimes meets to discuss 
and v o te o n endo rsing legilsa- 
tio n dealing with co unty go v ­ 
ernment. 
Mo st o f the co mmissio n’s ex ­ 
penses were fo r the salaries o f 
an ex ecutiv e secretary and sec­ 
retary and trav el ex penses fo r 
the 14 members. 
Co mptro ller’s reco rds sho w 
the co mmissio n spent nearly 
$13,080 fo r trav el during the 
so me 14 mo nths the hearings 
were held. 
No t all the trav el was do ne in 
Illino is, ho wev er. Reco rds sho w 
that the co mmissio n last Au­ 
gust paid fo r a fo ur-day trip to 


Miami Beach fo r Berning, co m­ 
missio n member Rep. Jo hn 
Gro tbert, R-St. Charles, and 
co mmissio n ex ecutiv e secre­ 
tary Marily n Meade. 
The trip was to attend a co n­ 
v entio n o f the Natio nal Asso ci­ 
atio n o f Co unties, Berning said, 
which 
included 
seminars, 
speeches and ex change o f in­ 
fo rmatio n o n co unty go v ern­ 
ment. 
“ The purpo se was to discuss 
with o ther peo ple fro m o ther 
states their pro blems, 
spe­ 
cifically the lack o f rev enue, 
and to see if ideas co uld be 
gathered to implement in 
Illino is,” Mrs. Meade said. 
Ho wev er, no mentio n o f the 
co nv entio n o r any info rmatio n 
gained at it was co nfined in 
the biennual repo rt.

Mental and physical illness, as 
well as crime spawned by recession 


CHICAGO 
(AP) 
— Mo re 
mental illness, mo re phy sical 
illness and mo re crime gro w 
o ut o f eco no mic recessio n, a 
gro up o f so cial scientists said 
Labo r Day . 
And, they argued, the co st o f 
these co nsequences is greater 
than wo uld be the co st o f 
pro grams to create jo bs. 
Go v ernment 
o fficials 
lo o k 
o nly at the direct eco no mic im­ 
pact o f unemplo y ment, they 
said at the annual co nv entio n o f 
the American Psy cho lo gical As­ 
so ciatio n. 
No t o nly do thefts, ro bberies 
and burglaries rise, but so do 
the rates o f suicide, murder o f 
infants, admissio n to mental 
ho spitals and illness and death 
fro m heart and o ther diseases, 
they said. 
TTiere frequently is a lag o f 
o ne, two o r three y ears in so me 
o f these rates, but already the 
impact o f unemplo y ment is ap­ 
parent in so me o f these areas, 
they added. 
Dr. Hannah Lev in, pro fesso r 
o f psy cho lo gy at Richmo nd Co l­ 
lege, City Univ ersity o f New 
Yo rk, Staten Island, ana a po ­ 
litical scientist. Dr. Ralph A. 
Straetz o f New Yo rk Univ er­ 
sity , studied 4 5 unemplo y ed 
men and their families in 
Bro o kly n and Staten Island. 
“ A mo st tragic part o f each 
interv iew,” she said, was that 
90 per cent o f the men blamed 


themselv es fo r being unem­ 
plo y ed and they felt despair 
abo ut their future. 
'The children, to o , feel the 
stress o f their father’s unem­ 
plo y ment and ex pressed the 
fear that they might hav e to be 
giv en away . 
“ Phy sicians prescribe milk 
and v itamins fo r children who 
suffer malnutritio n,” Dr. Lev in 
po inted o ut. 
So , she said, “ It is time psy ­ 
chiatrists and psy cho lo gists in­ 
clude the prescriptio n o f wo rk 
as a way to a mo re meaningful 
and satisfy ing life.” 
“ And just as the go v ernment 
has begun to assume so me re­ 
spo nsibility fo r feeding the po o r 
with fo o d stamps, it must be­ 
co me natio nal po licy to pro v ide 
full emplo y ment fo r all o ur citi­ 
zens who wish to wo rk,” she 
asserted. 
Straetz said the unemplo y ­ 


ment pro blem is far mo re se­ 
v ere than depicted by go v ern­ 
ment figures, because many 
unemplo y ed perso ns are no t 
co unted after they hav e ex ­ 
hausted their benefits. 
He to ld a news co nference 
that the natio n sho uld create 
permanent public serv ice jo bs 
which wo uld pro v ide mean­ 
ingful, interesting wo rk o v er 
the lo ng term, no t emergency 
make-wo rk pro grams. 
Dr. Lo u Ferman o f the in­ 
stitute o f labo r and industrial 
relatio ns at the Univ ersity o f 
Michigan, Ann Arbo r, said the 
co nsequences o f hav ing a jo b 


and lo sing it and getting ano th­ 
er and lo sing it intensify the de­ 
structiv e effect o n the indiv id­ 
ual o f being unemplo y ed. 
Ninety -two per cent o f the 
wo rk fo rce still is emplo y ed so 
go v ernment po licy is geared to ­ 
ward keeping this majo rity 
happy by try ing to co ntro l in­ 
flatio n which means no spend­ 
ing fo r public jo bs, he said. 
Dr. M. Harv ey Brenner o f the 
Jo hns 
Ho pkins 
Univ ersity 
scho o l o f hy giene and public 
health, Baltimo re, said co mmu­ 
nity mental health centers al­ 
ready are reco rding mo re ad­ 
missio ns.

Dear Mr . W: 
You can ap p ly for th e Illinois “circu it breaker”—th e 
p ro gram of p ro p erty tax relief for eld erly and d isabled 
resid ents. Make th e ap p lication in y ou r name. You will 
h av e to rep o rt total h ou seh old income, receiv ed by both 
y ou and y ou r wife. In o rd er for y ou to receiv e a grant, th e 
income mu st be less th an $10,000. Alth ou gh th e p ro p erty is 
owned jo intly , y ou will be able to inclu d e th e fu ll amou nt 
of y ou r p ro p erty tax bill wh en making th e ap p lication. 
If h u sband and wife are both ov er 6 5, only one can file 
an ap p licatio n. Ev en if y ou r h ome were owned solely by 
y ou r wife, wh o is y ou nger th an 6 5, y ou cou ld still ap p ly for 
a grant and u se th e total amo u nt of th e p ro p erty tax . As 
long as one member of th e h ou seh old meets th e age or d is­ 
ability req u irements of th e law, it is p ossible to seek a 
grant. And remember—if y ou r income is less th an $10,000 
y ou are also q u alified to receiv e ano th er grant u nd er a 
p ro gram enacted in Ap ril 1975. By filling ou t th e circu it 
breaker fo rm, y ou will be ap p ly ing for both p ro grams.

A new v eterans’ benefit bill was signed into law not 
long ago. Wh o d oes th is ap p ly to, and wh at are th e bene- 
fits?—E.M. 
Dear Mr. M: 
Th e legislation signed on Au g. 5 by th e Presid ent af­ 
fects 2.2 million d isabled v eterans and ju st u nd er 400,000 
su rv iv ors of v eterans with serv ice-connected d isabilities. 
Th e majo r benefits p rov id ed inclu d e a 10 p er cent increase 
in comp ensation p ay ments for v eterans wh ose d isabilities 
resu lt in u p to 50 p er cent incap acity ; and a 12 p er cent in­ 
crease for v eterans wh ose d isabilities resu lt in an inca­ 
p acity of 6 0 p er cent or more. 
In ad d itio n, th e new law featu res a 12 p er cent in­ 
crease in th e comp ensation and ind emnity p ay ments 
mad e to wid ows and ch ild ren. And it increases, from $150 
to $175, th e annu al cloth ing allowance for d isabled v ets 
wh o u se p ro sth etic or orth op ed ic ap p liances, inclu d ing 
wh eelch airs, wh ich wear ou t one’s cloth ing. All of th ese 
increases became effectiv e on Au g. 1. (Anoth er p ro gram, 
known as th e v eteran’s p ension p ro gram, ap p lies to th ose 
with non-serv ice connected d isabilities.) 


In a p rev io u s colu mn y ou said th at self-emp loy ed p er­ 
sons can now set u p th eir own retirement p lans with ou t 
h av ing to co v er th eir emp loy es. Bu t I’m u nd er th e imp res­ 
sion th at th is req u irement is still in effect. Can y ou clarify 
th is?— M.V. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
Actu ally , th ere are two way s self-emp loy ed p ersons 
can establish th eir own retirement or p ension p lans with 
tax -free ad v antages. One of th em, known as th e Keogh 
p lan, h as been in ex istence for sev eral y ears and h as been 
u sed by many self-emp loy ed p ersons. Starting th is y ear, 
h owev er, th e amou nt th at can be set asid e in su ch a p lan 
h as been greatly increased , from $2,500 to $7,500 (max i­ 
mu m) tax -free. Th ose wh o establish a Keogh p lan, 
th ou gh , mu st continu e to make similar contribu tions to 
th e p lan on beh alf of th eir fu ll-time emp loy es wh o h av e 
been on th e job for th ree y ears or more. If y ou set asid e 
fiv e p er cent of y ou r income for th e p ension p lan, y ou also 
mu st set asid e fiv e p er cent of y ou r emp lo y es’ incomes. 
Th e o th er p lan, entirely new in 19 75, is known as th e 
Ind iv id u al Retirement Accou nt. Self-emp loy ed p ersons 
wh o u se th is meth od d o not h av e to set asid e money for 
th eir emp loy es. Th e amo u nt th at can be p u t into an 
“IRA,” h owev er, is less th an th e $7,500 max imu m allowed 
by th e Keogh p lan. An Ind iv id u al Retirement Accou nt 
may h old 15 p er cent of y ou r annu al salary , u p to a max i­ 
mu m of $1,500 a y ear. 
Th e money th at is p laced in one of th ese d o-it-y ou rself 
p ension p lans is ex clu d ed from y ou r rep o rtable income for 
fed eral tax p u rp oses. And th e interest earned on th e ac­ 
cou nt is also tax -free. Wh eth er y ou wou ld be interested in 
th e Keogh p lan or an Ind iv id u al Retirement Accou nt d e­ 
p end s on y ou r p articu lar situ atio n—h ow many emp loy es 
y ou h av e, wh eth er it is a fu l1- or p art-time op eration. Be 
su re to look into th e p ros and cons of both . It’s also p ossi­ 
ble to start with th e smaller p lan for a few y ears and th en 
switch to th e larger p lan wh ere greater annu al d ep osits 
can be mad e.

alone again on 
charges he conspired with for­ 
mer Rep. Christian Homeier III 
to misuse legislative expense 
allowances. 
Borchers, a Decatur Republi­ 
can serving his fourth term in 
the Illinois House, and Home­ 
ier, a Springfield Republican 
who served from 1969-7 0, were 
indicted several months ago by 
federal and county grand juries 
on charges stemming from 
their use of their expense al­ 
lowances. 
Borchers was acquitted of 
mail 
fraud and 
conspiracy 
charges this week in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court. Homeier had plead­ 
ed guilty earlier to the charges. 
Homeier pleaded guilty again 
Friday to theft and official mis­ 
conduct in the Circuit Court 
case. 
Borchers requested a trial, 
however, and Judge Richard 
Mills set Oct. 14 as the date. 
Both the state and federal 
governmentcontended Homeier 
and Borchers submitted ex­ 
pense claims to the state for 
secretarial work which was 
never performed. 
Homeier’s 
secretary signed the vouchers, 
the government said. 
In his federal trial, Borchers 
admitted participating in the 
arrangement, but said he did so 
to obtain money to pay an un­ 
dercover investigator to infil­ 
trate radical student groups. 


He said he felt it was his patri­ 
otic and legislative duty to con­ 
duct investigations of this na­ 
ture. 
Homeier agreed to plead guil­ 
ty in Circuit Court to 17 counts 
of theft and two of official mis- 
counduct in exchange for the 
dismissal of numerous charges 
of perjury, 
conspiracy 
and 
theft. 
Asst. State’s Atty. Wayne Go- 
lomb told Judge Mills he would 
also ask that Homeier be sen­ 
tenced to serve the same prison 
sentence which he may receive 
in the federal court. He said 
Homeier would serve the terms 
concurrently should he be sen­ 
tenced to prison.
